Once Ile Was a Vegetarian hut Now H e 
I.ives on Fat M utton. 
A fsingular bird has recently been 
added to the collection in the Loudon 
Zoological G ardens— the m uch talked 
of carnivorous p arrot which eon lines 
its love of anim al tlesh alm ost exclu­ 
sively to mutton. 
A ccording to the 
naturalists th a t have exam ined this 
rare avis, it possesses two {qualities 
heretofore unknow n 
in 
birds of its 
species. 
T he first is this tleshseuting 
propensity, an exception to tho whole 
p a rro t family, which is frugivorous, 
living on fruits, seed, leaves, buds and 
the like; and second, tho fact th a t this 
carnivorous taste is not 
natural, but 
acquired. 
T his curious bird is the kea (N estor 
nota-bills) o r m ountain 
parrot, 
and 
comes from N e w Z eala n d . 
Its gen­ 
eral 
color of 
pin nngo is green; its 
length from point of hill to extrem ity 
of tail, LU 
inches; its bill, 'I inches, 
with upper m andible much curved aud 
very strong. 
It 
inhabits th e h ig h er 
wooded glens an a d a rk recesses of tho 
m ountain districts of tho island above 
named, and, like the owl, i s generally 
nocturnal in its habits. 
A lthough the 
kea has been known to ornithologists 
since I Hod, the above specimen is the 
first of i t s kind th a t has ever been ex ­ 
hibited alive in Britain. 
In the time 
of tile M aori rule in New Zealand the 
bird was as innocent and harm less as 
any of the parrot species, and it was 
not until 
the hig her tracts of this 
country were 
utilize ! 
as sheen runs 
th a t the kea was tem pted to desert its 
fruit-eating 
habits and 
join the de­ 
structive arm y of the carnivora. 
A bout LSO,S it was in d e e d th at the 
sheep of the uplands were suffering 
from sores and scabs in the region of 
tho loins, and th a t alm ost invariably 
tho sufferers were those fattest and 
healthiest. 
M any discu sions ensued 
as to w hat could be the cause of this 
singular state of affairs. 
At last a 
h e rd e r said that he believed the par­ 
rot did it, hut was only laughed at, 
yet sub sequent events proved his th e ­ 
ory th e correct one. 
Soon after some 
of the .shepherds saw the feathered 
cannibal seated on tho hips of a sheep 
h elp ing him self to a dish of live m ut­ 
ton. 
From th a t day forward the bird 
was know n as the sheep-eating p a rro t 
- - th o feathered 
wonder of the a n ti­ 
podes.
